Hello, 


I just purchased a completed 30 meter MXM double conversion 
transceiver from another ham on our list. It was not aligned, but did 
receive lots of RTTY and CW ham signals. I stepped through Bruce's 
alignment instructions, and am now getting terrible shortwave 
broadcast interference. The interference is broad band, and therefore 
interfering with the IF, in other words, does not vary with changes in 
the main tuning capacitor control. I do have the same design for MXM 
transceiver on 40 meters (with the same IF frequencies), and don't 
have any broadcast band interference with it. I was wondering if anyone 
has any ideas on how I can clean up the broadcast interference so I 
can use this rig on 30 meters??

Hello all, 

Thanks to all who offered suggestions on getting my £t-7 back on frequency 
about a month ago. I went through the manual and aligned everything. It 
was still 100 Khz off frequency from the dial. What I ended up doing was 
taking the dial off of the vfo and moving it to the acutal freq..This was a 
problem because the FT-7 has a stop on the vfo that only lets it go so far, 
I removed the stop and now when I'm on 7044, my dial says just about right 
on 7044 (as close as you can get with that type of dial) After I aligned 
everything my rec is super hot, and about 12 watts output everywhere. Now I 
just have to figure out how to turn this thing down... 


I've heard a lot of people talk about using an external ALC, no clue on what 
that would do for it or how I would do that, if anyone has done that, please 
let me know how.

Yesterday at the NorCal meeting Dave Fifield had his prototype 
version of the "38 Special" CW Transceiver to demonstrate and show. This 
was the first version built with the pc board layout, and it is a good one. 
Dave's version has several mods built in, including RIT and an IRF510 final 
amplifier that produces a whopping 5 Watts!! 

Vern Wright, W6MMA, brought his modified St. Louis Vertical to the 
meeting, and we tuned it for 30 meters. Dave hooked up the 38 Special, and 
Dennis Utley worked an old friend of his from Salt Lake City who gave Dennis 
a 599 report. They carried on a qso for several minutes, and the "38 
Special" did very well. 

The first prototype boards did show the designer, Ori 
Mizrahi-Shalom, that there was an oscillation that needed to be taken care 
of (it has), so there will be minor adjustments to be made, plus there are a 
couple of clearance items on the board that need to be adjusted. Ori will 
make the changes to the board, we will send them to the prototype board 
house, and then get 2 more boards to check everything out. We should have 
them by next Monday, Dec. 9th. Then we have to build the 2 boards, check 
them out, and should be able to go to production by that week.

The keyer 
option will require that you purchase the programmed chip from Embedded 
Research for $5. You do not need the board, as the chip will plug right in 
to the "38 Special" board. 

The kits will be shipped as soon as we get the boards from the 
production run and the manual finished.

Hi Rod, 
I was a late order guy for a Rock Mite. Got it on 11/8/02 and put it on the 


air 11/10/02. I put it in the Altoids tin before testing and when I 


powered it up... wow! What a receiver! Enough audio to drive a speaker. 
Unfortunately most of it was the local broadcast station, 1 KW about a mile 
from my house. I added the 1K resistor as per instructions and it cut the 


BC down to about half of the original volume, about enough to comfortably 
copy CW without being seriously distracted by Paul Harvey. After a while, 
however, it got very annoying. After probing around a while I found a 
complete cure by attaching a 330 pf from the input to the audio amp across 
to the 1K resistor that was added to the unused pads. I can't hear Paul 
now! So, to be a bit clearer (maybe) I soldered the new disc cap to the 
exposed lead of R4 and back across to the exposed lead of the new 1k 
resistor. 


Mine puts out just a tad under 700 mW which makes that little metal case on 
the final 2n2222 too hot to touch. I added a heat sink by cutting a strip 
of aluminum (from one of those unused covers which comes with the black 
plastic RS enclosures) to about 3/16 wide and 1 1/2 inches long. I bent 
this around a drill bit so it would clip onto the transistor circumference, 
added a bit of silicone grease and now this aluminum soaks up the heat! 


So far my contacts include two Canadian Provinces, (BC & AB) Idaho, Oregon, 
Washington, Arizona, and New Mexico, totaling 13 contacts in all. Whata 
hoot!

I had a very interesting experience last night. Well, for me it was 


anyway. I called CQ on 40 meters PSK and a ham from western PA (I'm in 
SC) comes back to me and I can barely make out his callsign. However his 
signal was S9+10db with the preamp off and attenuator on. His signal 
looked clean as could be on the waterfall and his IMD was -28. Excellent 
signal, but no copy. He had a fine copy on me with my 5 Watts on the 
random wire. I've never experienced this before. 


First I thought that my front end got overloaded, but I was still able 
to copy other signals just a couple hundred Hz above and below him. Then 
I figured we were dealing with some sort of propagation issue here so I 
asked him to turn down his power, which he did. I had perfect copy on 
him when he reduced his power to about 5 Watts. He was still a solid S9 
with the attenuator off. 


After a short while he tells me that my signal was degrading because of 
phase shift, not that my signal was getting weaker. When he started to 
get really bad copy on me I turned up the power to about 40 Watts and he 
had perfect print on me again. After that we had a nice rag chew with no 
problems. 


My third QSO ever on more than 5 Watts. I'm getting in trouble here. :)

I did send you some info on how to turn down the power on the FT-7, but I 
never heard back from you. 

In case you didn't get it, or read it, I'll repeat it. 

Along the rear chassis, as I recall, there is a hole in the side of the 
chassis. It may be only visible if the top or bottom cover is off, but in 
this hole is a screwdriver adjustment slot. This is the potentiometer that 
will adjust the transmit output level. 

There were several versions of the FT-7, and it was so in mine. It looked 
original, so was not a modification. My FT-7 actually would produce up to 23 
watts on 80M and somewhat less on the other bands. 

I used it very successfully, cranked down, for several QRP Field Days, and 
for several years of general use. It is quite easy on battery power, in both 
receive and transmit, and makes a good FD Battery Station, since it has no 
WARC bands.
